1. FOLLOWING IS USUN THIRD PERSON NOTE SENT TO SMUN MAY 
17, 1974 CONCERNING INCIDENT WHICH OCCURRED NIGHT OF APRIL 
22 AT SOVIET RESIDENCE IN GLEN COVE, NEW YORK. 

2. QTE: THE UNITED STATES MISSION TO THE UNITED NATIONS 
PRESENTS ITS COMPLIMENTS TO THE PERMANENT MISSION OF 
THE UNION OF SOVIET SOCIALIST REPUBLICS TO THE UNITED 
NATIONS AND HAS THE HONOR TO REFER TO ITS NOTE NO. 200 
OF APRIL 26, 1974, CONCERNING A BRUSH FIRE WHICH OCCURRED 
ON APRIL 22, 1974 IN PROXIMITY TO THE RESIDENCE TO THE 
PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVE OF THE UNION OF SOVIET SOCIALIST 
REPUBLICS TO THE UNITED NATIONS IN GLEN COVE, NEW YORK.

3. QTE THE UNITED STATES MISSION REQUESTED A FULL REPORT

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EXTINGUISHED QUICKLY AND EASILY WAS A SMALL BRUSH FIRE
